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DETAILED ACTION 

Reasons for Allowance 

• The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Shikayama et al. has/have two US patents that are seen to show a space (see cover sheet of 
US patent 6731029 and figure 3 of US patent 6800968) and Yagoto et al. has/have a patent that 
shows wires on the coil lower side (US Patent 6064128). However, Shikayama is not seen to 
teach the reasons for the space, It is the examiner's judgment that without the teachings from 
applicant's application, one skilled in the art would not have found it obvious to enlarge the 
space of Shikayama in order to perform a connection process. Further, the examiner has not 
found what is seen to be sufficient documentation to support a conclusion that one skilled in the 
art would find it obvious to combine the references to meet the limitations of the claim as a 
whole. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
